Rhodes Given 


Escort. 


An impressive cortege escorted tbe 


remains of Paymaster Stewart Rhodes, 
U. S. N., to tbe Supply Ship Iris yes- 
terday afternoon., Representatives of 
the army, navy, federal departments, 
territorial government, Civil friends 
and members of the Pacific Club,, of 
which the deceased officer was a mem- 
ber, combined In a cordon of honor. 


Father Valentin held a short service 


over the remains at the H. H. Williams 
undertaking parlors at one o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, in the Dreaence of 
those who f ornted the later procession. 
The casket draped with the United 
States Naval ensign, stars covering a 
blue field, was surrounded by numerous 
floral tributes. Outside two companies 
of regular* from Camp McKlnley, un- 
der the charge of Lieutenants Newton 
and Davis, grounded arms, while an es- 
cort of blue jackets from tbe Iris wait- 
ed to bear the casket to the hearse. 
Admiral Terry, Captain White, Dr. W. 
E. Taylor and F. F. MacWllkie of the 
local naval station were present with,- 
the officers from <the Iris and Camp 
McKlnley. All swords were draped 
with crape at the hilt -? 
After the brief ceremony,-the regu- 


lars fell inf behind Captain Berger and 
the government .band, marching to the 
mournful strains of a dead march.' The 
sailors from the Iris bore the casket 
to the hearse and fell in behind the sol- 
diers. Then, came the hearse followed 
by three officers from the Iris. Dr. and 
Mrs. Taylor In a brougham preceded 
Captain Williamson of the Quarter- 
master's Department Captain Douglas 
and Lieutenants Behr and Hamilton 
from Camp McKlnley. Admiral Terry 
and 'Captain White headed the car-, 
riages of friends, among whom were 
personal friends of tHe late paymaster 
including; many members of the Pacific 
Club ana others who bad sustained 
business relations with the deceased. 


The cortege proceeded down Fort 


street to Hotel, thence to AS&kea and 
the Naval station, where the flag droop- 
ed at h$lf inast The ensign on the 
Iris hung haffinast high as did'the tri- 
color of the French baric ^General de 
Sqhis alongside the supply ship. 
The soldiers formed at present arms 


along the naval slip while the officers 
stood bareheaded at the gang plank as 
tbe blue jackets carried the casket on 
deck. The entire ship's company of the 
Iris, in dress uniform, bareheaded, were 
drawn up at the rait and faced to form 
two Bides of a hollow square as the 
casket was set down preparatory to en-- 
closure in.lts outer..shell. Friends, fol- 
lowed with tbe flowers which were laid 
on that receptacle. The deceased offi- 
cer's effects were laid by on tHe deck 
for transportation and delivery to Mrs. 
Rhodes with the cards of those sending 
flowers. There were few dry eyes as 
the friends left the Iris which was in 
all readiness to leave her moorings. 


The five cablegrams sent to intercept 


Mrs. Rhodes have all been returned as 
unable to find her despite every effort 
and it is feared that she will, unknow- 
ing her son's death or even illness, pass 
bis body In mid Pacific. The San 
Francisco papers chronicled her arrival 
In that city en route to Join her son 
In Honolulu. It is thought-she Is 
aboard' tbe transport Sheridan now .on 
Its way here.

.^Yesterday waa dlstrlbutlon^aay at th& 
Government Nursery on King street 
nioder'the new regime which permits of 
weekly; allotments,. only' after careful 
vlselng or requests, ^ and C. Jonathan 
Austin, superintendent of the nursery 
with bis assistant; was kept busy sup- 
plying the wants of those-who wish to 
improve their property free of cost 
through Government beneficence.: 


When the nursery was under the con- 


trol of Commissioner Wray Taylor, or- 
ders for plants were; given lavishly and 
to # great extent without proper dis- 
crimination and for some time an elab- 
orate abuse x>f the Government's gene- 
rosity war practiced. Then it was dis- 
covered that parties were in the habit 
of getting as many aa eight dozen 
pttnts at a ^Ime, principally small 
house palms ot the more valuable 
species. These they, Would convey 
home, pot and nurse without expense 
to themselves until they reached- a Size 
to command a ready market at from 
fifty cents to a dollar. This flagrant 
abuse of the system almost resulted in 
the closing up of the fine distribution 
especially when coupled with the fact 
that Almost the entire time of Mr. Aus- 


was daily being taken up by peo- 


ple with orders, many of whom re- 
gardedf the piece of paper as an equiva- 
lent to u day to be spent at the nur- 
sery, asking advice, and all conceivable 
information from the superintendent, 
TVtfen the lapse of the Agricultural 


Department brought its* affairs under 
the jurisdiction of the Superintendent 
of JPublic. Works, "MK Cooper decided 
to systematize the distribution of free 
plants. An application has to be made 
to the- Board of- Agriculture set 
ting forth exactly what is required. In 
the old days the orders frequently read: 
"Plants'as selected."; .Ther name and 
other particulars o'f the filled in request 
are entered in an Indexed register 
which Is' also consulted to see when-the 
applicant may -have made former re- 
quest'and what was secured at that 
time. In ibis way a constant check 
keeps the distribution within reason- 
ably bounds. '

for Wind breaks and half a dozen fruit 
trees.
